Such a feat, little more than 


a generation ago existing only In the 
minds of the most highly Imaginative 
writers or fiction, was accomplished 
when tbc now transcontinental wire 
between the city, of William Penn and 
the clly of Hie Onltlen CMC. 3,400 miles 
apart, was opened. 


But important as thn opening of the 


wire itselt was the first sound that 
journeyed across Iho entire length of 
this continent. It was the voice of the 
liberty bell, and this was the first tlmo 
that the ancient bell has sounded of- 
ficially since it cracked, tolling the 
death of Chief Justice Marshall, eighty 
years ago. Under the blows of a ham- 
mer wielded by Chief Ball ot the bu- 
reau o( city property .it rang out 
clearly Its message of grceluiK to Iho 
tonne listeners in San Francisco. San 
l-'rancisco took advantage of its op- 
portunity, and Its mayor and many rep- 
resentative citizens besought Philadel- 
phia, to allow tho old br.ll to ho sent to 
the Panama-Pacific exposition. 


Impressive, as the chimes of the old 


bell must have been to tho great men 
palhered in San Francisco, tho answer 
thnpc men sent back to great men of 
Philadelphia was Just as Impressive 
and tho kind of answer those who 
heard the old bell in 1776 would havo 
wanted to tie sent back.
